Sweet clover is generally recognized 
as a crop which will grow on a variety 
of so ils and under raring climatic con­ 
ditions, states A. B. Conner, agronom ­ 
ist for tin* Tex un Agricultural E xperi­ 
ment Station. 
It will grow on sandy 
sods a s well as on Idio-k. clayey lands. 
It can lit1 raised in Dakota aud in T e x ­ 
as, except 
where Conditions of ex 
tromely limited moisture prevail. 
There are just two things for the 


T e x a s farm er lo keep in mind in re­ 
gard to lids crop, explains Mr. Conner, 
First, wince sweet clover is proper!;, 
a 2-year crop, it should In* plai ted at 
the beginning of the first year 
J a n u ­ 
ary or Feb m a r- 
to obtain the most 
profit it should bo grazed or cut sy s­ 
tematically, and not allowed lo flower 
and seed. 
In reference to the introduction of 
sweet glover into a section, the ex peri 
tm ut station advises planting the first 
test plot in an old cow lot or sim ilar 
inclosure, welt supplied with barnyard 
manure. 
Such a test plot will demand 
no Inoculation and will subsequently 
supply’ not only an abundance of in 
oculutcd soil for oilier lands, hut will 
la* a source of seed for future plant­ 
ing. 
Lauds to Ie inoculated should 
have soil from the test plot scattered 
at the rate of from 200 to 300 pounds 
to the acre.

as to guard again.-' dam age from the 
hot sun.

down the weed-, hut it will thereafter 
take care of itself.

duct ive of hay or pasture.
